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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submissions filed on July 
15 and 16, 2010 have been entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Applicant elected without traverse Species D (figure 4) in the reply filed on June 
26, 2009 . 

4. Claims 2-7, 9-20, 23-26 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on June 26, 2009. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "body containing a

propellant and an aerosol product" recited in claim 29; the "valve" recited in claims 29; 
the "aerosol can" recited in claim 22 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Objections 

6. Claim 27 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
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dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 27 merely renames 
the claimed invention of claim 22. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. Claims 22, 27-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for "a non-symmethcal cone-shaped portion" about 
the horizontal plane, does not reasonably provide enablement for "a non-symmetrical 
cone-shaped portion" about the vertical plane (plane of the sheet). The specification 
does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims. 

Figure 4, the elected Species, appears to show a non-symmetrical cone-shaped 
portion 17 that is non-symmetrical about the horizontal plane but portion 17 appears to 
be symmetrical about the vertical plane (the plane of the sheet/page). 

8. Claims 22, 27-29 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant argues that the prior art fails to show a non-symmetrical cone shaped 
portion. The specification discloses a non-symmetrical cone shaped portion 17. Figure 
4 shows nothing more than an arcuate surface at the end of cylinder 16. As shown in 
figure 4, portion 17 is shaped nothing like a cone. It is uncertain what minimum feature 
in the prior art would meet the limitation "cone-shaped." 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. Claims 22, 27-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Beres et al. (3,393,844). 

Bares discloses a spray head comprising: 
an axial borehole 19; 
an adjustment device 36 comprising: 

a rotatable cylindrical element 42; 

a non-symmetrical cone shaped portion (conical area having 

depression 44); 

a lateral bore 34, 26; 
an outlet 28. 

The non-symmetrical cone shaped portion is non symmetrical when the 
depression 44 is on one side of a plane through valve 36. 

Regarding claim 28, any fluid dispensed by the Beres can be considered a 
painting preparation agent because the recitation "painting preparation " merely 
indicates intended use of the "agent."
